REMARKS 



This is in fUrther supplement to the Response and Amendment dated September 22, 2006 and 
has relation to the IDS dated October 12, 2006. 

1. Applicants enclose an Information Disclosure Statement which Usts documents which 
relate to a Maximizer™ storm water chamber, sold commencing around 1995. That is the 
chamber which is referred to in item 4, at page 4 of Document No 24 of the IDS submitted on 
October 12, 2006. The Maximizer product was discontinued around year 1997. Applicants 
request that examiner consider the IDS and these Remarks. 

2. Applicants enclose a fiirther declaration by engineer R. Brochu and an associated drawing 
showing the sidewall of the Maximizer storm water chamber. The declaration describes the 
Maximizer chamber features and supports the the following remarks showing there is no 
motivation or obviousness in combining the Maximizer hole technology with the art taught 
byDeTuillo '925 or Nichols '661 patents. 

a. The inward flare of the Maximizer chamber holes was a consequence of using a 
simple boss-type mold to make holes. The inward flare of the holes had no effect on the 
functional design or performance or parametrics of the Maximizer chamber. Therefore, there 
is no suggestion of any benefit for chambers of the Nichols or DeTuillo types. 



b. Slots made in accord with the mold and hole-forming method used for the 
Maximizer chamber would resuU in slots which were not useful for inhibiting soil entry, as in 
the combination of DeTuillo and Nichols patents, proposed by examiner. 

c. Maximizer chamber holes have upward sloping axes in contrast to the downward 
sloping axes of the claims. 

In light of the foregoing, and for all the reasons argued in the Response and Amendment of 
September 22, 2006, allowance of the amended claims is again respectfully requested.
